Tho AJC was originally constituted la 1917 
sad ««« incorporated on January 18, 1933, 
under Row Toxic noaborshlp laws as a non- 
profit organisation. According to 
literature prepared by tho AJC it la a 
voluntary association of Aaorlcaa Jewn 
committed to tho preservation and ostsnsdssk 
of tho doaocratic way of lifo and to tho 
unity and creative survival of tho Jewish people 
throughout tho world. 

Tho "hew Leader" in its issue of April 2d, 1947, 
revealed the AJC in 1945 admitted tho 
Jewish People* a Pratera&l Order (JP7©) and 
then soon afterwards tho Anerloaa Jewish 
Labor Council (AJLC). Tho Juno 8 , 1949* 
issue of the "Row York Tines” contained
